Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 , 30, 34, 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, " the solution-processed deposit' lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

" the deposit of any subsequent layers" lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

"heating the semiconductor material to vaporize" lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

"on said first surface of said substrate" lacks a clear basis antecedent basis. 

Claim 30, "the material state of a semiconductor material" lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

Claim 34, "the coating comprising" lacks a clear antecedent basis. 

Claim 44, "the transistor being; the gate contact" lacks a clear antecedent basis.
